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A. CURRENT POLIOMYELITIS MORBIDITY TRENDS

A total of 112 poliomyelitis cases was reported to the National
Office of Vital Statistics for the week ending October 19, representing
a continued decline in total incidence from the 211 and 169 cases
reported respectively for the weeks ending October Sth and 12th. Figure 1
presents the national poliomyelitis incidence curves by weeks for the
years 1947, 1952 through 1956, and to date in 1957. The total of 112
cases is lower than that reported for the comparable week in any of the
years from 1940 to 1956. Cumulative totals to date this year are lowest
since 1942. Incidence for the L42nd week, cumulative totals and yearly
totals are presented below for .the years 1942, 1947, 1952, 1955, 1956
and 1957.

Table 1 presents total reported cases by state and region, and
paralytic cases by region, for the past six weeks and for comparable
six-week periods of the last four years. Of the 112 total notifications
last week, 61 were recorded as paralytic, a decrease from the 88 and 103
paralytic cases reported the preceding two weeks. A larger drop was
noted in nonparalytic disease, from 64 to 33 cases. The number with
paralytic status unspecified was virtually unchanged, 18 instead of 17.

The North Central region reported the largest total number of
cases, 41, including 16 paralytic. The 71 remaining cases were well
distributed among the other geographic regions with the exception of the
North VWest, where no cases were reported last week.

B. ' ROUTINE POLIOMYELITIS SURVEILIANCE

1. Under-30-Day Vaccinated Cases - During the week ending
October 23, two paralytic and three nonparalytic poliomyelitis cases
were reported to PSU with onset of symptoms within 30 days of a vaccine
inoculation.

The two paralytic cases occurred in Louisville, Kentucky. Onset
of illness in a h% year old male was 11 days following second inoculation
of vaccine (site of inoculation and manufacturer unknown). The child
subsequently developed bulbospinal paralytic disease, with the spinal
paralysis including the right arm and both legs. In the second child, aged
14 months, symptoms were noted 29 days following first inoculation of
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vaccine (site and manufacturer unknown) and paresis of the left leg
subsequently developed. Type I poliovirus was isolated by Dr. A.
Steigman's Laboratory in stool specimens from both patients.

An additional suspect polio case was reported from Idaho in
a 6% year old male, with onset of illness 12 days following third
inoculation of vaccine. Right leg paresis developed, but the final
diagnosis was determined to be mumps encephalitis.

2. Vaccine Distribution - Current and cumulative vaccine
releases, shipments and inventory estimates are presented in Table 2.
